MEMORANDA. 


Trade.—The imports during August were valued at £3,499,756, which shows 
a decrease of £272,593, as compared with the corresponding month of 
last year, For the eight months there was a decrease of £1,479,142, or 
nearly 6 per cent., as compared with last year. The direct oversea 
imports during August amounted to £1,865,306, as compared with 
£1,643,481 in 1907 ; the total for the eight months was £13,078,101, an 
increase of £143,830 over the corresponding figures for 1907. There 
were decreases in almost all the principal articles; boots and shoes, 
machines and machinery, and sugar, however, showed increases. Gold 
also shows a heavy falling-off. 


The oversea exports for August amounted to £1,591,680, and show a 
decrease of £200,859, as compared with the corresponding month of last 
year. Minerals decreased by £169,000, meats by £40,000, and 
skins by £20,000. For the eight months there was a decrease in 
the oversea exports of £4,250,514, or over 22 per cent., as 
compared with last year. Most of the principal articles show large 
decreases—W ool, £2,291,000 ; -minerals, £824,000 ; wheat, £705,000 ; 
skins, £324,000 ; meats, £260,000 ; and-tallow, £117,000 ; horses, coal, 
and wine, however, show increases. Separating merchandise from gold, 
the exports of the former during the eight months decreased by 
£4,720,195, but the latter increased by £469,681. 


Public Finances.—The Public Accounts for August show that the net revenue 
for the month was £1,010,064, or £69,387 less than in August of last 
year. During the two months ended 31st August the revenue was 
£2,079,381, being £126,356, or 5-7 per cent., less than the corresponding 
period of the last financial year. The principal increases in receipts 
during the two months were—From Land Revenue, £15,845 ; Railways, 
£36,313 ; and Sydney Harbour Trust, £2,183. The returns from Com- 
monwealth revenue decreased by £93,271; and taxation, £44,247. 
The expenditure during August was £1,175,274, an increase of 
£239,645 as compared with August of last year. During the two 
months the expenditure was £2,201,516, being £147,113, or 7-2 per 
cent. more than in 1907-8. Expenditure on Government Departments 
increased by £9,509, Business Undertakings by £103,280, and Interest 
payments by £34,324. On the 31st August, 1908, the balance to 
credit of the Consolidated: Revenue Account was £1,488,148. 


Gold Production.—The gold yield during August was 17,880 oz. crude, equal 
to 16,031 oz. fine, valued at £68,096. The value of gold produced 
during the eight months. was £651,894, which showed a decrease of 
£63,203, as compared with the corresponding period of 1907,

Prices.—The general index number for August was higher than in July, but 
was over 12 per cent. lower than for August of last year, and was 
the lowest number for August since 1905. The index number for 
pastoral produce was 1,064, for metals 1,032, and for all articles 1,168. 
During the month the prices of flour, wool, and silyer receded, whereas 
butter, wheat, copper, lead, and tin advanced. Other articles remained 
at the same level as in July. 


Meteorology.—Vhe rainfall during August was in excess of that recorded in 
either of the previous two months, and was, except in the Riverina and 
in the Central districts, generally above the average. As the result of 
the rainstorms experienced in the early part of the month, very heavy 
falls were registered at various stations on the coastal district and 


tablelands. 


Land Selections.—During August 290 new settlers applied for 238,367 acres ; 
and 136,647 acres, representing 122 blocks, were set apart for residential 
settlement. Since the beginning of the year the number of new settlers 
has been 1,741, and the area applied for 981,021 acres. The original area 
set apart for residential settlement since the Ist January has been 
708,567 acres, representing 834 blocks,
